LIEUTENANT -GENERAL SIR ARCHIBALD ALIS Ox, 
G. C. B., afforded the Volunteers who trooped to 
Aldershott Camp an opportunity of acquiring 
some of the experience of real warfare on Easter 
Monday, when the brave and gallant General 
acted as Umpire-in-Chief of the military opera- 
tions ably carried out by Regulars and Volunteers 
in unison. The distinguished Umpire was accom- 
panied by General Lord Wolseley, who was, 
however, in plain clothes as an observer merely— 
а ’cute one, for all that. Not unnaturally, with 
so consummately able a cavalry leader as modest 
Major-General Sir D. C. Drury Lowe in com- 
mand of the “ invading ” forces, they gained the 
advantage over the defending troops led by 
Major-General H. J. Buchanan, C.B. When 
Sir Archibald Alison gave the ©“ Cease Firing ” 
signal it was manifest that the smartly-handled 
attacking force had won a decisive victory. No 
wonder the effective manceuvring of the Volun- 
teers gained the warm approval of Lord Wol- 
seley! It is by such combinations of the 
Volunteers and Regulars as took place at Alder- 
shott that our riflemen may best obtain that work- 
manlike experience of thereal business of war that 
will best prepare them for the hourof need. The 
Government will, it is to be hoped, see their way 
to increase the opportunities for bringing the 
Volunteers and Regulars shoulder to shoulder in 
camp and on Field-days.

The Maxim automatic gun, mounted on a 
tricycle, has figured serviceably in the Easter 
mancuvres, particularly in the Battle of 
Dover’’; and it, accordingly, is aptly sketched 
on the preceding page. Тһе proprietors 
claim for the Maxim superiority over all other 
mitrailleurs.

The Imperial 
d м: were met by their son, the Crown Prince, 
with the Crown Princess, at the Palace, where 
they all lunched together. 'The party returned 
to Charlottenburg after an hour's stay. Vast 
crowds again assembled in Unter den Linden 
and gave the Emperor and Empress another 
enthusiastic ovation, in which Sir Morell 
Mackenzie came in again for his full share. 


The German Emperor’s life now is very simple 
and regular. On rising at about half-past seven 
o'clock he drinks a cup of peptonised chocolate, 
recommended by Professor Lexden. Two hours 
later he breakfasts, chiefly on fish, poultry, and 
sometimes caviar, to which he is rather partial. 
His hour for dining will appear primitively early 
to Londoners. Itisoneo’clock. Dinner consists 
of soup, fish, and a joint, with always one sweet 
dish. At four bis Majesty drinks a cup of coffee, 
taking it, when the weatheris fine, in the Rotunda 
of the Orangery. Supper is served at eight o'clock, 
and consists generally of meat or poultry. The 
Emperor drinks very little wine. On the other 
hand, he drinks a good deal of milk, sometimes 
qualified with a little whisky. His Majesty also 
drinks a mineral water, which is brought fresh 
daily from the watering-place of Hall in Upper 
Austria, and which is said to exercise a very 
beneficial influence on his health. After two or 
three experiments with massage, that treatment 
has been given up for the present, as it seemed 
to fatigue his Majesty too much. 


THE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 


France is to be congratulated on the ease with 
which yet another Ministerial change has been 
effected. Оп March 30, the Ministry of M. 
Tirard was put into a minority for stupidly 
standing out against the proposed revision of the 
Constitution. The House divided, with the re- 
sult that the proposal for urgency was adopted 
by 268 against 237 votes. M. Tirard, on leaving 
the House, proceeded straight to the Elysée. 
The Ministers placed their resignations in the 
hands of President Carnot, who accepted them. 

M. Floquet at once succeeded in forming a new 
Cabinet. He is himself President of the Council 
and Minister of the Interior. M. De Freycinet 
is Minister of War; M. Goblet, Foreign Affairs; 
Admiral Krantz, Navy ; Lockroy, Public 
Instruction; and M. Peytral, Finance. M. 
Floquet’s opening address on Tuesday was 
warmly cheered by the Republican majority of 
the Chamber. 

General Boulanger on March 30 issued his 
address to the electors of the Nord, in which he 
says: — When I was a Minister I said that if I 
desired war I should be a madman, but that if 
I did not prepare for it I should be a Villain. My 
sentiments have undergone no change." In 
continuation, the address declares that the in- 
action of Parliament and recent events have 
proved that the Chamber has ceased to represent 
the aspirations of the country, and that the two 
no longer understand each other. ‘The only 
remedy for the impotence of Parliament is, says 
General Boulanger, a dissolution of the Chamber 
and a revision of the Constitution.

ENGAGEMENT NEAR DOVER ON 
EASTER MONDAY. 

Our gallant Volunteers had, as usual, braced 
themselves for Monday’s fighting by a series of 
brisk manœuvres and trying marches on Good 
Friday and Saturday. At Dover on Sunday 
the streets were thronged with men in uniform, 
аз а rule neatly dressed and well set up. ‘There 
was little to distinguish most of them from the 
regular soldiers, and the general good behaviour 
was very striking with so large a body of troops 
suddenly brought together in a garrison town. 
The Royal Standard, floating over the Castle and 
the Lord Warden Hotel, indicated that his Royal 
Highness the Commander-in-Chief was in the 
town with his Staff.

On Monday the invaders, having been strongly rein- 
forced, attack the position covering Dover. The advance 
on Dover by Hougham is covered by the guns of the 
citadel. The operations on both sides on Easter Monday 
are to be confined to the ground between the Dover-Shorn- 
cliffe road, and the Alkham, Wolverton, and Kearsney road. 
Colonel the Hon. Paul Methuen (portrayed as a 
proved friend of the Volunteers, whom he has 
often led) had the task of defending Dover with 
a force of 6417 men against Major-General P. 
Smith's attacking force of 7134. The rendez- 
vous, fixed at nine a.m. for the attacking force, 
was on Creteway own, north of Folkestone, 
whence the army was ordered to march to the 
general line Satmar-Alkham, facing due cast, 
and there, after being inspected, they were to 
remain until a gun gave the signal for attack. 

The task committed to Colonel Methuen of 
barring the advance of the Invading Force to 
Dover, was a singularly difficult one, as the 
ground, although admirably suited for the 
defence of certain positions against a superior 
force, was yet ill-adapted for the defence of a 
long line of eountry. The centre of the position 
was Park Hill, а mere ridge, separated by a 
valley, in which lay Poulton Farm, from the right 
at St. Radigund's Abbey, and by an even 
steeper valley, in which lay, somewhat to the 
rear, the large building known as The Elms, 
from the left at Church Hougham. It was 
some little time past half-past eleven, the 
hour at which the fight was to begin, before

Very shortly afterwards the assailants showed 
in front of Mount Ararat and West Hougnam, 
and Methuen's cavalry and artillery fell back 
from their advanced positions. Long lines of 
the assailants could be dimly made out through
